Last night Dr Charles H McGorray, 


of Chicago, was killed in that city, at the 
Aehland avenue crossing ot the 0 B & 
Q railroad 
He was driving north and 


attempted to cross the track in front of 
an incoming 0 , B & Q passenger train 
The buggy was struck by the engine and 
carried nearly 100 feet by the pilot The 
doctor was thrown out and was run 
over by the tram, terribly mangled and 
killed 
instantly 
It 
seems 
the 


gateman 
had 
not 
closed the gate 


because a heavy team was on the track 
some distance ahead ot the doctor, and 
to have closed the gates would have 
shut m tbe heavy team 
This, of course, 


deceived Dr MoGorray and he drove on 
on the track, not suspecting danger. 


Dr. 0 H MoGorray WBB a brother of 


B MoGorray of this city, and was 67 years 
old at the time of hia death 
He was a 


native of Ireland, the family settling at 
Rochester, N Y He came to Deoatur 
some time in the fifties, and 
for 


two or three years, beginning in 185', 
worked in a wagon Uiop with M Elson 
on the west side of Lincoln Square He 
then went to the oil regions of Pennsyl- 
vania and made some money, after which 
he studied mediome and located in Chi 
oago in 3887, where he enjoyed a lucra- 
tive practice ever amoe that date 
He 


never married bat kept house at 2505 
Archer avenue with his mother who is 
about 80 years of age 
The body will be

Jules Verne has chosen well his 
scene. All the mechanical and scenic 
effects of the piny are natural and effect- 
ive, but the marvelous representation of

ular mention. The scenery is from the 
pen ot John H. Young, who has ably 
aided by his art to point as glowingly us 
Jules Verne has portrayed.
